: SEVERE JOLT, 
t A SET-BACK 


Long-Drawn Out Subject 
Put Back, Where It Was 
Just About a Year Ago 


The opening of Poinsettia street be­ 
tween Washington avenue and Four­ 
teenth street is trying to beat the 
building ordinance for a record. 
The building ordinance has a head 
start. 
It began Its meanderings into 
the meetings of the City Trustees sev­ 
eral years ago, and its ghostlike form 
keeps drifting back 
to disturb the 
minds of the men who labor almost 
every Monday night to straighten out 
tangles and make progress straight. 
The Poinsettia street opening began 
its attendance upon municipal deliber­ 
ations about a year ago. Through fre­ 
quency of appearance the street open­ 
ing hopes to catch up with the hoary 
building ordinance. 
Last nigl* Poinsettia street opening 
got a new start. It was hit in the mid­ 
dle of its anatomy, and its agony end- 
eu when it was found that the whole 
long Vear of prayerful endeavor had 
put it right back where it was when 
it started. 
Some years ago, C. C. Tratt deeded 
the city a 12-foot alley so that the city 
would lay water pipes to some houses 
back of the Tratt residence on W ash­ 
ington avenue. 
Since then Tratt has 
sold, given away or otherwise disposed 
of some two or three houses to the 
rear of the one facing on Washington, 
and one of those acquiring a home on 
the alley is T ratt’s son-in-law, Craw­ 
ford. 
Crawford wants his house to face 
on a street instead of on an alley. He 
was the fire that kept the fuse burn­ 
ing. The city dads never had a chance 
to forget the opening of Poinsettia 
avenue. 
Last night seemed to be the begin­ 
ning of the end. A resolution was pre­ 
sented for opening the street by mak­ 
ing it thirty feet and two inches wide, 
instead of twelve feet. 
McPhee stepped on the fuse. 
He 
declared war o‘n the thirty-foot street, 
entered tile trenches and spiked th*1 
petitioner’s gun. after a hand to hand 
encounter with Capt. Crawford of the 
Poinsettia brigade. 
McPhee said that never—no, never 
—would he vote to accept thirty feet 
as a street.

Craw­ 
ford didn’t care what it was called, so 
long as the street was made wider, 
and since thirty feet seemed to be 
about the best that could be done, he 
certainly wanted it done, and the peti­ 
tioner would be all fired thankful for­ 
ever.

proportion to population.

principal effort is to throw e rro rs into 
the record so as to adm it of an appeal.

which you m ust experience now that 
you know that you are a citizen of th e 
; greatest Republic on earth, and of the 
be.-t governm ent that Almighty God 
bus caused to be brought into ex ist­ 
ence th u s far. 
Intaking Hie oath of allegiance you 
have called upon God to help you to 
keep it. 
My prayer is that He m ay a l­ 
ways guide you und keep you as His 
very own.

“ Under God, being myself ail ad o p t­ 
ed citizen of this country, like y o ur­ 
selves having been born on the o th e r 
nil' of the sea, it is my consum ing d e­ 
sire to im p re ss ut ion you, and each of 
you, in th e strongest possible m an n er 
known to me, the fact that because of 
tin* allegiance which you have this 
day sw orn to this governm ent, and 
hear in m ind that you have done so 
voluntarily, you are entitled to certain 
rights and privileges as citizens of this 
Republic. 
“T hat you. and each of you, m ust 
h ear in m ind that you must, aLo, as- 
uiin* H i e d u t i e s and resixinsihilitie* 
that 
such rights and privileges im ­ 
p o s e . 
"By th e authority in nu' vested, as 
Ju dg e of th* 
Superior C ourt of the 
S tate of California, under and by v ir­ 
tue of th e laws of the United S lates, 
I have conferred upon you the highest 
honor in nix power to bestow. 
You 
c a n n o t in* insensible of the obligations 
which devolve upon you. 
T h e honor, 
reputation, usefulness and even Hie 
perpetuity 
o f our great N ation re sts 
in a d egree much larger than you now, 
perhaps, realize, upon you. 
"It is now your duty as well as privi­ 
lege to spread and com m unicate light 
and instruction as to what it m eans 
to be a citizen of so great a country.
